The quality of our walnut is the finest, our rules of grading are 
uniform and consistent. 

There are two distinct grains of walnut, edge grain (or quarter- 
sawed) and flat-sawed giving more variety of grain pattern. Both 
types are equal in strength and quality. The difference is obtained 
from sawing at various angles to the annual or growth rings of 
the tree. 

LEADER grade is our economy stock, a big bargain and a popular 
seller. However, it may have minor natural wood irregularities 
and/or white wood. As far as strength and service are concerned, 
it is equal to our better grades. 

SUPERIOR grade is our better quality stock from Select walnut. 

IMPERIAL grade is our best quality stock from Prime select walnut. 
Occasionally there may be some slight figure in the wood. 

Stock in any of these grades will take a beautiful finish and will 
checker sharply. 

Our Fancy stocks are graded in 5 grades, slight fancy #5 through 
deluxe #1 in figured burl, stump, crotch and fiddleback grains. The 
demand for fancy figured walnut far exceeds the supply; and we 
cannot guarantee prompt shipment. For this reason we recommend 
that you specify an alternate grade or grain so that we may make a 
satisfactory selection. Sometimes it happens that we cannot make 
delivery on either choice. In that case, we will write you the probable 
delivery date, and you may advise us to hold your order or cancel!

IT’S EASY! 


A FEW "DON'TS" 

First, before starting, a few "don'ts." 

(1) Don't attempt to inlet a stock without the proper 
tools. These are shown in the first photograph. Proper 
tools make the job easy. Without them, you may ruin 
the stock. 

(2) Don't sand or remove any outside wood until all 
hand fitting is complete. The barreled-action should be 
perfectly fitted and in place before shaping. 

(3) Don't start fitting the action without a headless 
guide screw. You'll see how this works in the step-by- 
step picture story. The guide screw assures perfect 
alignment of the floor plate and action. 

(4) Don't sand or use the wood rasp on any part of 
the inletting. The inletted parts need be no smoother 
than the chisels nnd gouges leave them. 

(5) Don't work with dull tools. The sharper, the 
better! 


STEP 1. Assemble Your Tools. Here is a basic list of 
tools you'll need to inlet a Bishop precision machine inletted 
stock. Other specially designed tools can be obtained from 
advertisers listed in the Rifleman, if you feel you need 
them. Left to right, (1) Headless guide screw. You should 
order this when you order your gunstock. (2) %" straight 
chisel. (3) !4" straight chisel. Both chisels may be bought 
at any hardware store. (4) %" straight gouge. (5) Vs" 
straight gouge. (6) %" bent gouge. (7) Scriber. Your 
hardware store will have this, too. (8) Screw driver. (9) 
Wood or rubber mallet — purchase at your hardware store. 
(10) Round wood rasp. (11) Cabinet maker's half-round 
rasp. Both rasps can be purchased at the hardware store or 
Sporting Goods dealer. (12) Wood vise. (13) Length of 
2x4 board to support the end of the stock. Cover the edges 
of the vice and the top of the 2x4 with pieces of old 
carpeting, rubber cut from inner tube or something similar. 
The end of the 2x4 may be bolted temporarily to your 
workbench as we have done here. (14) Mixture of lamp 
black and oil. You use this to paint the action. Where it 
leaves marks on the stock shows where to cut. 

To make the mixture, stir up the lamp black with a 
small amount of No. 10 motor oil. Pack cotton in a small 
jar and pour the mixture over it. The cotton should absorb 
all the liquid and should appear "dry." (15) Small paint 
brush for applying the lamp black mixture. 

Notice the arrangement of the tools. By keeping them 
in this order — with rasps separate from chisels — you pre¬ 
vent the possibility of dulling your chisels. 



STEP 2. Fitting the Floor Plate. First try the floor plate. 
All parts of the action should fit snugly. The ideal fit allows 
no more than the thickness of a cigarette paper between 
wood and metal. Bishop stocks are precision machine- 
inletted. Only minor hand fitting will be necessary. 

STEP 3. Floor Plate 
Fitted and in place. You 
don't need to force it in— 
the easy pressure of your 
hand should be enough. 
You can tell when the floor 
plate is down all the wfcy 
in the stock when blacking 
shows in the bottom cuts. Notice the excess wood on the 
outside of the stock. Bishop stocks are purposely designed 
with this extra wood so you can shape your stock to any 
desired style. But do not remove any of this outside wood 
until all hand fitting is complete. 




STEP 4. Install Headless Guide Screw in the front tang. 



STEP 5. Scribe Contour of Barrel on wood. Point the 
scriber slightly inward. Otherwise the barrel marks will be 
too wide. Mark lightly—no need to bear down on the 
scriber. Sometimes the barrel has a tendency to slide off- 
center. Be sure to hold it in line. 



STEP 6. Enlarging Barrel Groove. Here is the only 
time you use the bent gouge. Take a small bite first to test 
the grain of the wood. Always cut with the grain. You may 
have to work one side of the barrel from the other direction. 
Notice how the left hand guides while the right pushes. 
You can see the scribe marks here — cutting will be done 
within these marks. Test the fit frequently. You want half 
of the barrel to fit into the groove. 



STEP 7. Most Critical Point of inletting is fitting the 
recoil shoulder. There should be perfect contact between 
wood and metal at this point. If there is any "play" here, 
the force of the recoil may split your stock. Place the 
action in the stock, strike it firmly with the mallet and see 
where the black marks show. You see here where blacking 
came off on the front of the recoil shoulder. Use the small 
straight chisel to cut straight down into the tang slot. 
Notice also the black marks along the rear tang. Use 
straight gouges to pare this down. Go slow and test the 
fit after each cut. As the action goes down, you'll need to 
scribe along the action and the rear tang, removing wood 
inside this line and where blacking shows. Also, as you fit 
the action, blacking may show up on the barrel groove, 
and you may need to take a little more wood out. Be sure 
to keep the barrel centered at all times. 



STEP 8. Inletting Complete. You'll know when the job 
is done by the black marks. This shows the points where 
the action and barrel must hit. First, the barrel should 
touch 2 to 3 inches from the end of the stock, then float 
to recoil shoulder and should touch firmly all the way back 
to the rear tang. All that's needed now is to trim down the 
stock at the ejection port and notch for the bolt. Mark these 
spots with the scriber when the action is in place.

HOW SHOULD A SHOTGUN FIT? 


Good fit and good design of the shotgun stock and forend are 
of such enormous importance to the shotgun shooter that it would 
be hard to exaggerate them. No matter how good a shot the 
shooter is—he will lose birds if the comb of his stock is one-eighth 
inch too high or too low, or too thick or too thin. 

The reason the shotgun stock is relatively so much more impor¬ 
tant to the shooter than the stock of a rifle is that in shotgun 
shooting he has so little time to work with in getting the gun on 
target. Also, in shotgun shooting, the comb of the stock must line 
up the shooter's head so that his eye acts as the rear sight and 
is placed in the proper position relative to the bead on the end 
of the barrel. In rifle shooting the shooter has a front and rear 
sight to line up which is comparatively easy. BISHOP designs 
stocks with cheekpieces to give the shooter every advantage in 
proper sighting position on every shot. 

For general field shooting and skeet, the comb of the stock should 
be high enough so that if the cheek is pressed hard against the 
comb the eye will look right down the barrel. 

In trap or fast-rising birds in the field, the comb should be high 
so that most of the barrel can be seen when sighting. 


Shooters vary—a stock too low will tend to shoot under the 
target—one too high will shoot over it. 

BISHOP Monte Carlo Stocks are designed particularly for the 
shooter who likes for the shot pattern to go high to intercept 
the rising target. 

BISHOP "Texan" Stocks are designed primarily for the man who 
because of his size needs a stock which enables him to be on 
target when he brings the gun up, without squirming to get his 
head down while the target flies off. 

A well designed forend should be full hand fitting, so that the 
shooter can easily and speedily point the gun at the target, and 
also to help absorb and dampen the shock of the recoil. BISHOP 
designed forends have these important features. 

The forend of most pump action shotguns is just a little or entirely 
too far out for a proper hold at a point just beyond the gun's 
"balance" position. BISHOP has designed the extension type 
forend to correct this deficiency. Most shooters, after using this 
type forend, will use no other, as they find "pumping" the gun 
is much easier, which makes for increased accuracy and greater 
shooting ease.

(2) Don't sand or remove any outside 
wood until all hand fitting is complete. The 
barreled-action should be perfectly fitted 
and in place before shaping. 

(3) Don't work with dull tools. The 
sharper, the better! 



PUSH REAR TANG into stock, as shown here. There is 
seldom any fitting needed at all, with Bishop precision 
machine inletted shotgun stocks. If any trimming is 
needed, it will be very minor. Blacken the metal and 
proceed as for a rifle, cutting only small amount of 
wood away until a fit is obtained. 

We have plenty of wood here; because of the varia¬ 
tion of tang you may have to remove some. 




FORCE STOCK AND ACTION 

together firmly, so that metal 
is tight against stock. Then 
tighten rear tang screw with 
a long handled screwdriver.
